are complaining that they are be- 
coming destitute 
and that if the 


strike is not soon ended or they do 
not get belp of some kind they will 
be force^ to go back to work. 


None of the English-speaking mine 


workers on strike have yet publicly 
made any 
complaint. 
President 


Mitcheirs attention wits'called to the 
alleged destitution and asked if any 
complaints had rached him. He said 
it was the first that he had heard of 
it. He preferred not to say anything 
when asked whether relief measures 
had yet been agreed upon to help tide 
over the mine workers during the 
struggle. 


Although President Mitchell is in- 


active, his lieutenants are hustling as 
much as ever, holding meetings all 
over the coal region and urging the 
strikers to stand firm. 


An attempt was made late last 


night to blow up with dynamite the 
shanty occupied by William Sheleola, 
a non-striker, at Green Ridge, neai 
here. 
The house was but slightly 


damaged and no one was hurt. The 
explosive was placed against a cor- 
ner of the structure on the outside* 
Sheleola claims that strikers threat- 
ened to blow up his house if he con- 
tinued at work. The authorities have 
no clew to the identity of the mis- 
creant. All mines that operated yes- 
terday and heretofore in the Lehigh 
valley are working as usual today. 


MORE MEK AT WORK. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 29.—The op- 


erators in this vicinity were pleased 
this morning because a larger num- 
ber of men than usual reported for 
work at Mid Valley colliery, north 
of Mount Carmel. 
Since the strike 


was instituted the colliery has been 
operated with more or less success. 


Owing to several mass meetings at 


Rod Tavern, near the mine, during 
the past week, enough enthusiasm 
was created to cause about 90 per 
cent of the men to t;ease work. 


Strike leaders are not di&couroged 


over the increase of miners at work 
today, the former claiming that those 
who went under ground did so for 
the purpose of cleaning up and ro 
remove or bury their tools this even- 
ing until the strike is over. 


Fifty-one cars of coal were shipped 


from the North Franklin colliery 
near Treverton this morning as a re- 
sult of yesterday's work, the great 
est in the history of the colliery. 
Ninety per cent of the men went to 
work this morning.

coal was quoted $1 a ton cheaper to- 
day than it was two days ago. This 
Was taken as an indication that the 
railroads and others with stocks of 
coal on hand regard an early settle- 
ment of the miners' strike a3 prob- 
able. 


The railroad officials, however, re- 


fused to say to what point the nego- 
tiations to this end had progressed 
but it was learned that the operators 
have practically decided not to en- 
tirely ignore the union in making a 
settlement. 


The present plan is believed to be 


to place the concessions before thi 
men at the different collieries anc 
ask them to return to work pending 
the settlement of remaining differ 
ences by 'arbitration.

Decedent is well known in Chica- 
having lived hero with his wife 


nd two children until a year ago. 
everal weeks ago he returned alone 
o Chicago from St. Louis, establish- 
ng an office in the Monadnock build- 
ng and making his home at the Lex- 
ngton hotel. Last Saturday he left 
lie Lexington and engaged a room at 
he La Vita hotel, in Dearborn ave- 
ue, a block from the St. Benedict 


flats, where he and his family for- 
merly lived, and registered under the 
,ame of W. H. Beckar, Fort Wayne, 
nd. 


DAIBY HINTS AT SECRET. 


"A dairy was found in his office, 
'hich contained notations of all his 
ncidental expenses from. January 1, 
900, until September 24. These ex- 
enditures did not include living ex- 
>enses, but were merely incidentals, 
nd amounted fiom January till Sep- 
ember 24 to $1,49020. In the list 
f expenses the initials <F. V.' appear 
Imost every day, and attached there- 
o is small items, generally $5, but 
omctimes less and sometimes much 
more. 


"In July an entry appeared for <F. 


V., a trip to Chicago, $40.' The po- 
ke looked through the dairy for the 
ecret of the initials, but could not 
find them. They discovered, how- 
ever, the address in the back of the 
>ook, written in pencil: <F. V.f 12 
Sixth street, Williamsport, Pa.* Each 
ime there was an entry 'F. V.' the 
article purchased was mentioned, and 
by the nature of these the police con 
lude that the mysterious initials be- 
ong to a woman* 


ENTBIES VEEY STRANGE, 


"Another entry in the book which 


seems strange is foi five days a week 
ago, which are mcicly noted 'Fifth 
avenue.' There are no explanations 
of what was spent or why, as it is in 
every other case in the book for every 
day since January 1. 
In each of 


these cases the sums were large. 


On the front page of Casgratn's 


notebook were the names of his two 
brothers—P. B. Casgrain, who is a 
member of the Canadian parliament 
and resides at Quebec, and Senator 
C. E, Casgrain, who resides at Wind- 
sor, Ont, and he is a legislator of the 
province. To both of these communi- 
cations have been sent. 


MOBBIDITY NOT SUSPECTED. 
"The employes of the La Vita hote! 


suspected nothing morbid in Cas- 
grain. He left his room every morn- 
ing and returned about 10 o'clock al 
night, and on Thursday night he re 
turned to the hotel about 11 o'clock 
and went immediately to his room 
Until yesterday afternoon no one 
thought of him, but the elevator boy 
remarked that he had not seen him g< 
out. Employes went to his room anc 
found the door locked. Through th 
transom they could see that th 
blinds were drawn, 


"Entrance was gained by a rea 


door and the body found on the bed 
half clothed, 
The police of the East 


Chicago avenue station were notiflec 
and the body removed. An inques 
will be held today. 


"No letter or notes explaining th 


deed could be found either in hi 
room or his office. The dairy, a gol 
watch a&J chain and a pocketboo 
containing1 fifty-five cents w«re ai 
Inasmuch as the man had kept care- 
ful count of all the money he sp«n 


for incidental expenses all the yeai 
until last Monday, the police think 
hat he had concluded to die at that 
tioie and the remaining days were 
merely spent in working himself up 
;o the deed, there being no entries 
ifter September 24.

HIS CABBER HEBE. 


Mr. Casgrain came to Fort Wayne 
n August, 1899, representing the 
firm of Stewart & Co,, as superinten- 
,ent of construction upon the new 
ourt house.

Still 


task before them i« A gigantic 


another appeal has been 


for further contribution* In 


The commissionei of immigration 


at New York has submitted his an- 
nual report of the work of inspect- 
ing immigrants at that poit for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last. The 
peiiod coveied is the last year of the 
fiist decade of federal 
control 
of 


immigration 
and 
Commissioner 


Fitchie's report is extensive. 


The total number of aliens arriv- 


ing at New York last year was 400,- 
842. To this number should be add- 
ed 99,760 citizens, making a total 
of 500.602 individuals 
who came 


within the scope of inspection at the 
barge office. 
Of the latter number 


Sl,057 weie steerage passengers. Of 
the aliens arriving 345,706 came by 
steerage; of these 
3,994 
weie in 


transit through the United 
States 


and 36,765 were alien residents re- 
turning to this country, leaving 304,- 
947 "immigrants" within the com- 
mon acceptation of the term. 


It appears from the report that 


there is a steady increasing tendency 


of immigration from south European 
and 
oriental countries. 
Notwith* 


standing the fact that the immigra- 
tion for last year shows an inciease 
of nearly 100,000 over that of the 
previous year, the old sources of im- 
migration, Scandinavia, the Geiman

QUESTION ON FIRST LESSON, 
To what date in Jesus' ministry

A. D. 30, or, Ho had labored

What was the multitude mentioned 


in verse 22? 
Answer: 
The same 


which Jesus had by miracle fed with 
but five loaves (Matt, xiv,, 17), sat- 
isfying everyone and leaving "twelve 
baskets full" of fragments. 


Why did He sometimes, as in this 


case, "send .the multitude 
awny?'' 


Answer: We suppose it was to re- 
press their expectation that He had 
for His aim in life simply to feeu the 
liungry* 
•_ \ 


How can we bs sure He had 
a 


higher aim? Because His curing and 
caring for the bodily conditions of 
men were conspicuously subordinate 
to spiritual service for their salva- 
tion. Had He been but a benefactor 
to the body and a doctor to heal and 
^help He would certainly have treated 
troops and throngs and have raised 
thousands from the dead. He raised 
ffom the dead only three. Had we 
th£ power to raise one "little daugh- 
ter/' as Jesus raised the daughter of 
Jairus, would we not gladden every 
afflicted family which has been be- 
reaved of a child? 


Why did Jesus so often 'resort to 


prayer if He was divine, the Son of 
God? Answer: 
Because He was as 


genuinely human as He was divine. 
Excepting to sin, He did just as we 
do. His spiritual nature here (lesson, 
Jffiatt. xiv., S3) craved 
communion 


with His Father aftsr the heavy la- 
bors of feeding and leading a multi- 
tude of people. 


What proportion of thai multitude 


were true believers in Christ? An- 
swer: 
Not as great proportion as 


there are true Christians in the whole 
"body of those who arc now church 
members, as xvc suppose. 


What does the account of Christ 


walking on the sea prove for 
us? 


Answer: 
Either that He was not a 


mere man, but the Deity, dwelling in 
n human body in nil fullness, or else 
our new testament gospel (lives of 
Jesus) is a tissue of "cunningly de- 
yised fables/7 We have to choose be- 
tween what is called the orthodox be- 
lief in the deity of Jesus or else ac- 
cuse Matthew (xiv., 26) of -lying. 
For if Jesus walked on the sea with- 
out sinking He must have been in- 
dependent of the laws of gravitation 
and thus divine, indeed.

Why did Jesus (Mark vii., 27) hes- 


itate to answer the gentile mother's 
prayers? 
Ansv/er: It looks to the 


hasty reader as if the Master treated 
her rudely, saying-: 
'-The Jews have 


the first right. You gentiles are clogs 
and must take what you get/' 
But 


as a matter of fact, He never was 
brusque, especially in dealing- with 
the humble. 
If ever He was harsh 


in manner it was when talking with 
the haughty Pharisees. 
Here Ho 


simply announced that God works en 
a plan: that He puts cno thing and 
one person before another. 
It is 


just the same as when \ve say to a 
needy one at our door: 
"Excuse me, 


I cannot attend to you, 
My child 


inside needs me." 


What in the woman moved Jesus 


to instant interposition on her be- 
half? 
Answer: 
Her humility and 


faith. 
Instead of resenting His an- 


nouncement of her rank she was 
ready to take whatever small favor 
He would grant—a crumb if not a 
loaf. 


THE FOURTH LESSON. 


Studying the subject of Peter's con- 


fession it is worth reviewing this 
point: 
Why was Jesus so solicitous 


to know what 
people thought of 


Him? 
Certainly this characterized 


all His intercourse with men. 
Why 


was it? 
Answer: It could not have 


been the conceit which we see in men 
who so crave distinction as to be 
willing to do anything- for public no- 
tice. 
But to grade our Lord with 


such is to level Him not only to the 
human but to the weaker of the 
human race. The nobler and worthy 
motive that actuated His desire that 
men should know who He v/as we be- 
lieve to have been just this (ex- 
pressed in the words of another scrip- 
ture): 
"They that know Thy name 


will put their trust in Thee." 
The 


greatest obstacle to a world-wide ac- 
ceptance of Christ then and now is 
ignorance of His character. 
Jesus 


knew also what v/as said later; that 
"to know God and His Son JGSUS 
Christ is life eternal." 


When the Master turned sharply 


on Peter, rebuking (Matt, xvi., 22) 
him, 
was it the apostle or the evil 


spirit who prompted Peter's interfer- 
ing question w'hich Jesus rebuke,1? 
Answer: "It was the latter. Christ 
-was an open, uncompromising an- 
tagonist of the evil spirit, and when 
He saw the evil prompting in Peter, 
saying what He (Jesus) should not 
do, the cloven foot of the old tempter 
appeared to Christ and He rebiikcd 
satan in Peter." 


STUDY OF LESSON FIVE. 


The transfiguration scene occurred 


on Mount Hermon, well along in the 
third year of Jesus1 ministry. As the 
end -was soon to loom in sight in 
which the darkness of an ignomini-1 
ous death would cloud the name of 
Christ, it was fitting that a brilliant 
manifestations of His glory should 
break on the world in the presence of 
clioseJi witnesses. 


•What are we to understand as to 


tlie (Luke ix.f £9) "fashion of His 
countenance being altered and His 
raiment being white nn'd glistening1?" 
Answer: Any one who disputes 'lie 
possibility and reality of miracle 
vaporizes this statement into poeti? 
fancy. But we wlio do not doubt the 
reality of miracles believe there was 
a temporary eiHuence of the Divlna 
Spirit in Jesus and surrounding Him 
that produced this splendid effect. 
Close communion with Ood, the eter- 
nal and invisible, has always hac for 
a result the illuminating of the coun- 
tenance. 
Thus the face of Mo:;e3 


shone when he came down from com- 
munion with Oc'd on the mountain. 


How could the apostles have been 


slumbering while Jesus was about to 
be glorified? Ansv/er: 
Simply be- 


cause, as Paul said of himself subse- 
quently, the spirit is willing but the 
flesh is weak. It was an incidental 
evidence that Jesus was out of class 
with common mankind, that 
TTe 


could rise above all exhausting cir- 
cumstances when He would. 
No 


mere man could have endured th«* 
draft cm physical strength which He 
did at tti« time of His crucifixion. 


Starting in from Bethany at noon, 
spending the evening talking, goi 
co Gethsemane atWidmgiit, and there 
suffering; an agony of tninft which 
ma'de Him sweat -blood—all the re- 
maining hours till dawn in the mock 
trial—at dawn dragged to Pilate and 
buffeted along the road—surrounded 
by a wild and clamorous onofo trying 
out for His life—nothing to eat all 
that time, no rest; and then about 9 
o'clock nailed to the cross—no mere 
man ever underwent such an ordeal 
It must have killed any one but Him 
•who was filled with more than mere 
human life. Let us say: "Thou art 
the Son of God." In the transfigura- 
tion the lustrous glory and the ap- 
proving voice from heaven, "This is 
my beloved Son; hear Him/' showed 
what Jesus was. He rose above all 
common conditions of hu-nxanity, 


POINTS OF LESSON SEVEN. 
What are the chief points concern- 


ing Christ and children. Answer: 
There never was a leader who fbecame 
famous by his care for children, ex- 
cept Jesus. He did. He did not love 
merely the lovable and better off, but 
the street crowd, and picked up and 
blesse'd the first that was within 
reach cf His 'hand.

THE SEWING MACHINE. 


The Mos*t Widely Distributed 


Product of the Manufactures 


of America. 


••t••••••••t»*•••••••••••t 


Among the very earliest, if not 


actually the first of American ma- 
chines and implements to find an ex- 
tended and large sale in foreign coun- 
tries 
was the cawing- 
machine, 


which came to exported in consider- 
able numbers in 'the period between 
I860 and 1870. 
Since then the ex~ 


ports 
cf 
sewing- machines have 


steadily increased. 
Other American 


machines and manufactured products 
are now exported to many foreign 
countries, and some of these it may 
be to a greater gross value, '1>ut the 
sewing machine, it is probable, still 
leads them all in the wideness of its 
distribution. 
There is not an im- 


portant city in which it may not be 
found, nor a civilized country, and it 
is sold in many countries that are 
only semi-civilized. 
American sew- 


ing machines are in fact sold liter- 
ally all over the earth, says the New 
York Sun, 


In Europe they arc sold in every 


country, and the business there of an 
American sewing* machine concern 
would be conducted in practically the 
same manner as here. 
The territory 


is divided into districts whose boun- 
daries might coincide with those of 
a .country, or which might be of 
smaller area, or which might include 
two countries. 
At the head of each 


of these districts there is a general 
agent, and there are agencies in 
every city of any size, and in many 
smaller places, as well. 
Canvassers 


are sent out and machines are sxald 
on installments if anybody v/ants to 
buy them in 'that way just as they 
would be here. 


In India, one American company 


making sewing machines has 150 
agencies, to which number it is con- 
stantly adding. 
American sewing 


machines are sold in such countries 
as Arabia and Persia, and in China 
and Japan. 
An American soldier, 


writing from the Island of Min- 
danao in the Philippines, said that 
the first and only thing1 t/hat they 
found there that showed civilization 
was an American sewing- machine 
which they saw used by its owner* in 
one of the native shacks. 
The com- 


pany that made this machine has 
had an agency in Matiila for twenty 
years, a place of business on the prin- 
cipal street, with a big sign up, just 
exactly as it would fjhave in New 
York or any other city. 
And can- 


vassers for the company had worked 
all that region around where the sol- 
dier saw the sewing machine, and 
territory far beyortd, and1 sold sew- 
ing machines. 
' 


In fact, wherever people sew or 


can use a sewing machine to ad- 
vantage American sewing machines 
have been offered and sold; and-this 
not only in traveled countries, but 
in all sorts of strange and out-of-the- 
way places as well; in many lands 
and to people of many tongues; wher- 
ever they could use a machine and 
access to the country was possible. 
If a new country is settled or parts 
of an old country opened up to the 
world's trade the representative of 
the sewing machine is there and 
ready to go in. 
He has been push- 


ing ahead everywhere from the start, 
and 'he is doing just the same now. 


Throughout the world the general 


agents are men who know the people 
to whom they sell. 
They may be 


business men from other countries, 
but lon-g established in these places 
where they have settled, or they -may 
be> as is more likely to be the case, 
natives of their several countries, 
and it may be men of importance 
where they live. 
Sub-agents and 


canvassers are of the native popula- 
tion, or wholly familiar with it, And 
so to the people of every race in 
every land the American sewing ma- 
chine is brought in a familiar way 
by people speak their own tongue, 
and it may be by people they know or 
whom they know of. 


Of the great number of American 


sewing machines exported, many are 
hand machines—that is, not worked 
with a treadle, but operated by hand, 
there are plenty of people in the 
world who seem to find difficulty to 
use head, hands and feet all at once. 
Even in European countries 'there 
are sold many hand! sewing ma- 
chines sold elsewhere in the world, 
in some semi-civilized parts, the 
sewing machines sold are almost all, 
if not indeed all of them, hand ma- 
chines, 


A curious illustration of how small 


the world is. after all, and at the 
same time of the methodical manner 
in a great business i&- carried on, is 
found in the operation of the install- 
ment system in the sale of sewing 
machines. 
Suppose 
somebody in 


Austria or Russia, or anywhere else 
in Europe, v/ho had bought of the 
local or neighboring- agent or can- 
vasser on the installment plan an 
American 
sewing 
machine which 


he had not yet fully paid for was 
about to emigrate to America, and 
wanted to take the sewing machine 
with him. 
There -would be no trou- 


ble about it; he v/ould give notice to 
the agent and take the machine right 
along. 
The local agent sends a no- 


Hoe to the general agent for that 


territory, who sends word to the New 
York office of the company, which 
seads through 'the proper chan^el^j 
notice that reaches the agency near- 
est the point at which the immigrant 
has actually settled in this country, 
and the remaining installments are 
simply collected there. 


HOUR WHEN DEATHS OCCUR. 


A study of statistics by Charles W. 


Pilgrim, M. D., superintendent of the 
Hudson Eiver state hospital at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., which has besn 
published in the American Journal 
of Insanity, has been reprinted in 
pamphlet form and attracts some .at- 
tention, particularly by 
reason of 


Dr. Pilgrim's citations and deduc- 
tions concerning the hour of death. 
Dr. Pilgrim's paper is entitled "The 
Study of a Year's Statistics/' 
At 


its conclusion he says: 


"An examination of the hour of 


death showed that 26 per cent died 
between midnight and 6 a, m., 19 
per cent between 6 a. in. and noon, 
31 per cent between noon and 6 p< m., 
and 24 per cent between 6 p. m. and 
midnight. 
By adding these percent- 


ages together we find the curious 
fact that the deaths were very even- 
ly distributed between the hours of 
darkness and light, 115 
patients 


having died between 6 p. in. and 
6 a. m. and 116 between 6 a. m. and 


p. m. 
Desiring to puisne 
this 


question still 
farther, I examined 


the deaths for the ten 
preceding 


years, 
nearly 1,500 in all, and 


found this statement strikingly con- 
firmed, as a change of one-half of 1 
per cent' would have made the deaths 
exactly even durjug the hours of day 
and night. 


'•A 
chart 
which I made of the 


deaths for the year—and I might 
also add that the statements which 
I am about to make were corroborat- 
d by a chart made of all the deaths 
during the preceding decade—show- 
ed, when divided into 
sections of 


three hours each, that the highest 
point of thr curve was reached, both 
for men and women, between the 
hours cf 3 and 6 p. m., nearly 20 
per cent of all the deaths having oc- 
curred 'between those 
hours. 
The 


next highest point was between the 
hours 
of 3 and 6 a, m., although 


there was a decided fall for both 
sexes for the single hour from 4 to 5, 
when the line \vent down to the low- 
est point reached in any hour of the 
twenty-four. 
There was also a de- 


cided fall, espscially for women, be- 
tween li and 12 o'clock in the morn* 
ing. 


'These 
figures, 
therefore, show 


that there is some reason for the 
popular bslie£ that 
many 
deaths 


occur during 
the 
early morning 


hours, but they 
show still 
more 


plainly that the majority of those 
who suffer from long-continued men* 
tal disease give up their lives toward 
the close of day. As a general rule 
death softly follows life, and suffer- 
ing at the end, either physical or 
mental, is of rare occurrence. 
In 


fact, it is not an uncommon thing to 
notice a clearing up of the clouded 
brain a few hours before the final 
change. 
This fact was noticed by 


Rush a hundred years ago. and, in 
jay opinion, too little lies been writ- 
ten of it since. 
From, ray own ob- 


servations, and from the reports of 
reliable nurses, many patients, espe- 
cially thoss dying of 
phthisis, or 


after surgical 
operations, or 
from 


acute intercurrent diseases, or inju- 
ries which produce a profound shock 
upon the general 
system, become 


calm and coherent shortly 
before 


death.

This type of telescope is stationary, j Teloi>ment of more powerful instru- 
with a mirror at one end reflecting ments, 
objects in the -sky through the tube 
to the eye-piece. 
This instrument 


was used recently to photograph the 
smallest object, angularly measured, 
ever caught in that way. 
In photo- 


graphing a star it secured a perfect- 
ly clear image only one second in 
diameter. 
It is difficult to grasp the 


minuteness of this image, but it may 
baifiartially inferred with the knowl- 
edge that an object one in diameter 
held twenty inches from the eye has 
a diameter of 10,000 seconds. 


The new station will be in charge 


of Prof. W. H. Pickering1, who has 
already won fame by demonstrating 
that the mcon. not only has active 
volcanoes but some form of vegeta- 
tion. 
Ke has devoted much time to 


the question as to whether the earth's 
satellite has an atmosphere, and it 
is his purpose to carry on his obser- 
vations of the moon for an indefinite 
period in the hope of solving some 
of its problems. 


Harvard's great work has been in 


photometry, which is the measuring 
of the light of the stars, and in pho- 
tography, which includes the deter- 
mination of the position of the stars, 
as well as the study of their move- 
ments, variations 'in light and compo- 
sition. 
Harvard claims the honor 


of having produced the first photo- 
graph of a star. 
It was taken in 


1850 by George P. Bond with a wet 
plate. 
The northern, sky is tele- 


graphed several times every year at 
Cambridge with an 8-inch telescope, 
and the Arequipa station does* a sim- 
ilar duty for the southern sky. More 
than 50,000 of these photographs 
are now on hand, and they have been 
of great service to as'tronomers. New- 
ly found stars are traced back on the 
photographic plates to periods ante- 
dating their 
discovery 
by many 


years. 


Recently the Eoyal Observatory at 


the Cape of Good Hope notified Har- 
vard of the location of a star it be- 
lieved to be new. 
In a few minutes 


the Harvard observers by means of 
their photographs were able to find 
the star in the sky as far back as 
1889, and they sent the African as- 
tronomers a history of its doings for 
the following ten years. 


The planet Eros was not discov- 


ered until 1898, but its movements 
were recorded on the Harvard plates 
taken in 1893. This planet comes 
nearer the earth than anly other 
known celestial body except the 
moon, and it approaches closely ev- 
ery thirty-seven years, the last ap- 
proach being in 1893, 
A laborious 


computation was made to get its lo- 
cation in that year, and it was found 
in twenty-six plates of 1893, 1894 
and 1896. 
Its position and path 


during the entire time it was rela- 
tively near the earth were deter- 
mined accurately from these photo- 
graphs.

by land and by water. She is 2,000 
miles nearer the Mediterranean than 
we are. 
The difference iu distance 


should not make a difference in rates 
of more than from $1 to $3 a ton, 
but. being compelled to ship our pro- 
duct in foreign bottoms, we are re- 
quired to pay a difference of about 
$3 a ton. Despite this handicap wo 
are certain to get a good deal of the 
European "business, for we now put 
export coal on vessels in America 
for $5 less on the ton than it costs 
on vessels in England or Wales.— 
London Correspondent.

THE TOWER OF BABEt} 


Supposed Ancient Greek Docu- 


ment Undertakes to Throw 
Light on Its Dimensions.

Foi centuries scientists have been 


endeavoring to ascertain the exact 
dimensions and the other secrets of 
the architecture of the 
Tower of 


Babsl, but, though many ingenious 
theories have been 
broached and 


some valuable facts have been gath 
ered, no authoritative statement in 
regard to the fampus tower has been 
f01 thcoming 
until 
now, when it 


reaches us in the form of an ancient 
Greek manuscript, which was recent- 
ly discovered by M. Je Mely, the dis- 
tinguished 
French 
archaeologist. 


The exact date of this manusciip*- 
does not seem to be known, but H. cle 
Mely and several of his colleagues 
of the Academy cf Inscnptions who 
lave examined it are confident that 
t is one of the oldest in existsncs raid 
that the facts contained therein may 
be accepted as historical. 


To the modem woiid this ancient 


document is of value because it con- 
tains a very clear description of the 
Tower of Babel. The tower, it says, 
was 84 kilometers distant 
from 


Babylon, and its basement 01 first 
stoiy was 184 meties on each side 
and 75 feet high. In the middle was 
a square towu*, constructed of six 
stories, placed one above the othei, 


at tho summit was a small sanc- 


tuary. 


The height of these stories was 67 


metres, and an cxtciior 
stairwry, 


containing steps, led to the snnctu- 
•xi y. These steps, of which 305 weie 
fashioned of silver and GO of gold, 
#ere designed to represent the. 365 
days of the y^ar. Fui'theimore, the 
seven stories wera intended to cor- 
respond to the seven 
days of the 


week, and also to the weeks of the 
year, since 365, the number of the 
steps, divided by 7, the number of 
die stories, gives us 52, the nuinbei 
of the weeks in each year. 


Furthermoie, a veiy old 
legend 


says that the vaiious stories were 
painted so as to represent tho planets 
which are supposed to lule over the 
days of e^h week, Thus the lowest 
story was painted black, this 
Saturn's color; the next was paintea 
orange* in 
honor 
of Jupitei; the 


third was painted red to represent 
Mars; the fouith was of a golden 
hue, 
the sun being sybolized in tins 


fashion; the fifth was painted yallow 
in honor of Venus; the sixth was 
blue, this being Mercury's color, and 
the seventh was silver, in honor of 
the moon. 


To Americans the discovery of this 


old Greek manuscript is of special 
interest, for the reason that a mcdrl 
of the tower was constiucted in this 
country some time ago and was ex- 
hibited at tho National Museum hi 
Washington. 
The model was the 


work of I£r. Joseph 
Palmer, who 


shaped it in accordance with the the- 
ory of Sir Henry Bawlinson, the fa- 
mous orientalist. 
Sir Hemy, aftei 


long investigation, concluded 
that 


the tower was composed of seven 
stages, each of which was ?n exact 
square, and that on the seventh was 
placed the ark or tabernacle. 


The dimensions of the building he 


gives as follows: 
First story, 272 


feet each way and 26 feet in height; 
second, 230 feet ench way and 20 
feet in height; third, 188 fset square 
and 15 feet in height; fourth, 140 
feet squaie and 15 teat high; 
104 feet square and 15 ieet high; 
sixth, 62 feat square 
and 15 feet 


high, and seventh, 20 feet squars 
nd 15 feet high. The height of the

Seventh story. 
The oiiginal height 


of the tower, he says, was 156 feet. 


jKTow, a comparison of these figures 


with those in the Greek manuscript 
will show a s.tiiking discrepancy in 
some 
important 
particulars. 
Sir 


Henry evidently had an admirable 
conception cf the tower as it existed 
in the time of Nebuchadnezzar, "but 
if the Hellenic writing is correct the 
dimensions as given t>y the English 
archaeologist and as reproduced in 
Mr. Palmer's model are not accurate. 
The building, according to these 
newly discovered data, was evidently 
of greater height and width than Sir 
Henry Rawlinison imagined it to be. 


A fact, however, which should bo 


borne in min*d is that the existing 
ruins of the tower, which are known 
as Bars Nimrud and which may be 
seen in Barsippa, a former suburb of 
Ba/bylon, cannot properly be said to 
represent the original building, since 
they are merely the relics of the old 
tower £ks restored by Nebuchadnezzar. 


About the original tower we know 


very little, except what tho Bible 
tells us. Tradition says that it was 
a sanctuary of NeJbo or Na/bu, the 
special god of Babylon, and, accord- 
ing to Herodotus, th« upper taber- 
nacle was furnished with a bed, 
which the people believed was used 
by their gcd as a resting place. Long 
before Nebuchadnezzai's time th3 
wonderful old building had begun to 


ruins, and one of his 


first a«ts after he ascended tfce throne 
was to order that it b& restored with 
great splendor. 


The present ruins consist of a 


irregular mxmud, which arises abrup- 
ly ttom * wide dwert plain and which

is about the same proportion as ever 


of Hebrews, Poles,

Finns, and the report says that no 
other elements in Russia's complex 
population evince any inclination to 


come here. 


Immigration is expected to increase 


from the Balkan states, Greece and 
Turkey. 
The immigration of Croa- 


tians and Slavs, which began ft fe 
years »go, is now more than douTi* 
that of the English. Boumnnln sends 
here practically ns many Immigrants 
as Norway. 


The report says that there is no 


doubt that tho rigid exaralnntlon of 
immigrant! In tho medical division 


ns to chronic or contagious diseases 
has stimulated the steamship com- 
panies in preventing tlie embarka- 
tion of this class. 
He touches upon 


the subject of objectionable Italian 
immigrants and deplores 
the fact 


that tliere are thousands of persons 
In Italy whose sole occupation con- 
sists in fomenting popular 
discon- 


tent and persuading* the people to 
come to this country. 
More objec- 


tionable, he claims, than the Italian 
immigrants are those from the orient. 
Those are Syrians and Greeks, who

In regard to admission of immi- 


grants the commissioner says that it 
is fallacious to claim that no stand- 
ard of fitness for immigrants can be 
adopted.

EVIDENCE THAT COAST LANDS OP 
TEXAS WERE 
ONCE 


ENGULFED ANNI) PEOPLE PERISHED, 


Buffalo, Sept. 28.—By a einguln 


co-incidence a most interesting dis 
covery was ma'de at Galveston, Texa 
just prior to the great flood whic 
devastated that fair southern cit; 
It was made in connection with, e: 
cavations in which relics were pro 
cured for 'the archaeological exhi-bi 
at 'the Pan-American exposition, an 
indicated -that in some far distan 
age -when tihe lands boi'd'erins; th 
gulf were peopled by a race long sin 
perished from the face of the tearrl 
a similar tempest overwhelmed Lli 
unfortunate residents of the coai;c 
It must have destroyed them b; 
thousands just as people were de 
stroyed when the hurricane an'd flor 
descended upon Galves-ton in the re 
cent calamity which inns aroused fo: 
the stricken ci't'y the sympathy of its 
sister cities of the whole Amerlcni 
union. 


The bones discovered in this searcl1 


for Pan-American relics are beyond 
a doubt several thousand years old. 
They are of a prehistoric race nnd the 
character of the people who occupied 
the coast of the gulf at this period i; 
nn interesting subject for specula- 
lion. Whoever they may have b'een 
and whenever they may have lived, 
the remains found show beyond 
question that some terrible outbreak 
of nature caused the sudden death of 
thousands of these ancient people and 
•their burial in the s'trata where by 
chance they-were discovered and their 
existence reported to archaeologists 
working in the interests of the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo just 
a few days before another awful flood 
submerged the ci'ty of G-alveston and 
swept to a sudden -an'd terrible death 
thousands of its citizens, destroying 
also millions o.f dollars' worth of 
property. 


It was but a short time ago that the 


excavations were Qiegun- which re- 
sulted in these singular an'd extra- 
ordinary discoveries. Th'e finding of 
the remains- in tihe first place wns 
qui'te accidental. 
H. J. Simmons, 


superintendent of the Arizoii'a nnd 
New Mexico railway, who is a friend 
of Supt. A. L. Benedict, of the Pan- 
American exposition department of 
ethnology nnd nrchneology, wns mak- 
ing excavations along the -lines of 
this railroad near Clear Creek, Gal- 
veston county, for r.iilron'd purposes, 
when bones were found in the earth 
removed. On examination of the con- 
tents of the steam shovel skulls and 
human teeth -were notice'cl, and fur- 
ther search led to -the discovery of 
skeletons of whole families together 
with ivory beads and other objects of 
human handiwork. 


Realizing- the valuable nnd scien- 


tific character of the find, a Gystem- 
•atic search of the strata in the vicin- 
ity was made. Geologists say that 
;this whole section' wns once covered 
by the Gulf of Mexico. The ida.i t 
once came to Mr. Simmons, on learn- 
ing 'the extensive character of the 
human remains, that in the far dis- 
tant past a tidal wave had occurred 
at the time the gulf covered, more o£ 
that part of the country than a't.pres- 
ent, and that these bones were tlie 
remains of the thousands of human 
beings who -had been drowned in the 
overflow of the waters of the gulf. 


Evidently these people were not 


mere barbarians, living- scattered 
thinly -over the country in tempor- 
ary abodes and having no permanent 
abiding places. Th'e number of the 
skeletons and their- close proximity 
to -0118 another indicate that theve 
existed here n populous community 
and 'tfliat in some far-away age a peo- 
ple devoted to the pursuits of in- 
tlustry and more or less skilled in the 
arts were here living in n city having 
its institutions of government an-d 
social customs and some degree of 
civilization. 
This could not have 


•been simply the site of n ceme'tery, 
for the positions in which the skele- 
tons .were found prove conclusively 
that the persons were not buried after 
a natural death, but were drowned 
and afterward "buried "beneath the 
debris of the convulsion or hurriedly 
and in wholesale by their survivors, 
as was done recently at G-alveston. 


While all the skeletons were lying 


down, some were fnce up, others face 
down, nnd many_jm the side. 
There 


was no regularity in their burial nt 
nil. 
It -was the exception to find one 


skeleton by itself. 
Usually two nnd 


sometimes three nnd four were found 
together, in some instances as many 
ns fourteen being piled in a heap, as 
if n whole family had gathered to 
meet death nnd perished hi one an- 
other's arms. 


Some of the skulls of 'these pre- 


historic Tcxans were of enormous 
gibe'arid the majority of them-had 
rather low foreheads. 
'A singular 


fact observed was that while all i 
the teeth were considerably won 
showing the use of hard food on 
age of the persons, there was in n 
case the slightest indication of d 
cay, a quite different situation fron 
thnt observed in relics of more moc 
ern but still pre-historic Indians 
among- whom dental caries is com 
paratively common. 


Several thousand skeletons were re 


moved in the process of excavation 
Fifteen hundred were actually count 
ed in the first part of the excavntioi: 
and doubtless several thousand mor 
were removed. 
As a rule they wer 


soft and damp when first uncovered 
but many became fairly hard afte 
being- exposed a while to the sun 
Wo bones of children were found and 
:his was accounted for by the suppo- 
sition that they had all decayed. 


Tlio situation of this remarkable 


archaeological find was n deposit of 
shell, gravel and sand in a bank cou- 
sisting -of about thirty acres nearly 
mi-rounded by the Clear Creek. This 
leposit consists of 
seven distinct 


strata, each about three feet thick 
nd between each stratum there is a 
leposit of silt or earth frcm one- 
qunrter inch to one inch in thick- 
Less. 
On the top of the bank the 


oil is about eight inches deep nud 
arge live oak trees grow thickly 
ver it. 
It is one of tho last places one 


would go to in looking for -the re- 


.aiiis of ii pre-historic race. 
No 


wo of the strata arc exactly alike, 
ome having a larger percentage of 
gravel than others, and the shells 
Iso vary. 
Some are much larger 


iinn others, some are oyster shells 
iid some are clam. 
On the average 


he deposit consists of about 40 per 
ent shell, 40 per cent gravel, and 
0 per cent coarse sand. 
In the sec- 


nd layer from the top the -bones 
vere found in great abundance, nnd 
1 tho bottom layer, just nt -water 
ivel, and nbout twenty-one feet be- 
ow the top of the bank, large quan- 
ties of the bones were found. 
Just how to explain this phase of 
lie situation has taxed the anti- 
uarinns. 
Some suggest the possi- 


ility of two successive tidal waves, 
ne perhaps far removed from the 
:her in point of time. 
The ivory 


eads found were about oue-nuarter' 
f nn Inch in diameter arid one and 
le-hnlf to two inches long, with n

groove cut on the outside. 


The inhabitniits of ancient. Pompeii 


and Herculnneura perished in n day 
and- their cities -were blotted from 
the face of the earth by the fiery 
flood from the burning mountain Ve- 
suvius but generations later the lava 
covering- their houses has been re- 
moved and their homes together with 
their skeletons, their utensils, and 
the remains of their rich civilization 
have been uncovered to the curious 
gnze of the scientist and the sight- 
seer. 
Here, too, in this western 


world lived a people which wns over- 
taken by flood and which perished in 
n night, perhaps longer ago than the 
event described so graphically in 
Bulwer's ''Last Days of Pompeii" 
and in the closing days of the nine- 
teenth century their bones have been 
taken from the friendly earth which 
for so many ages has sacredly kept 
the secret of their abiding place. 


By n singular combination of 


events the secret was discovered just 
before the occurrence of another great 
tidal wave, similarly disastrous to 
human life, and in time for the exhi- 
bition of the relics at the exposition 
which' is to illustrate the progress 
upon this continent of a race which 
saw it not till perchance thousands 
of years after the convulsion of na- 
ture which put the seal of death upon 
the secret of this pre-historic people.

Th 
uestion of wines is n matter each 
lost and hostess must settle foi 
hemselves, but those who wish this 
dded touch will bo able to find good 
ative wines that are much cheapei 
Iian the imported and quite as sutis- 
actory to anyone except an expert 
n such things. 
When a dinner is well cooked and 
'ell served half the battle is won.

SERMON. 


AN ANALYSIS OF THE EARLY LIFE OF JESUS CHRIST, SHOW- 


ING AN EXAMPLE FOB ALL CHRISTIANS. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—In 


this sermon, 
which. Dr. Talmage 


sends from Paris, he analyzes Hie 
character of the Savior and urges all 
Christians to exercise the qualities 
which were conspicuous in Christ's 
early life. 
The text is Rom. viii., 


9: 
"Now, if any man have not the 


Spirit of Christ, he is none of His." 


There is nothing more desirable 


than a" pleasant disposition. With- 
out it we cannot be happy ourselves 
or mak'e"nth'ers happy. 
When we 


have lost our temper, or become im- 
patient under some lig-ht cross, .we 
suddenly awaken to new appreciation 
of proper equipoise of nature. 
We 


•wish we had 'been born with splt- 
balance. 
"We envy those people who 


bear themselves through life with 
oht any perturbation, and we flatter 
ourselves that, however little self- 
control we may now have the time 
will come, under the process of years, 
•when we will be mellowed and soft- 
ened, and the wrong things which 
are in us now will then be all right, 
forgetful of the fact that an ev 
habit in our nature will grow into 
larger proportions, and that an in- 
iquity not corrected will become the 
grandfather of a whole generation 
of iniquities. 
So that people with- 


out the grace of God in the struggle 
and amid' to annoyances imd- exas- 
perations of life are apt to become 
worse instead of better. 


EFFECT OF CONVERSION. 


Now, the trouble is that we have a 


theory abroad in the world that a 
man's disposition cannot be changed. 
A man says, "I am irascible in tem- 
per, and I can't help it." 
Another 


man says, "I am revengeful natural- 
ly, and I can't help it." A man says, 
"I am impulsive, and I can't "help it." 
And lie tells the truth. 
No man 


can correct Ms disposition. 
I nevei 


knew a man 1iy force of resolution to 
change his temperament, but by His 
grace God can take away that which 
is wrong and put in that which is 
right; and I know, and you know, 


\ people who, since their conversion, 
\nre just the opposite of v/hat they 


used to be. 
In o'ther words, we may, 


by the Spirit-of God, have the dispo- 
sition of Jesus Christ implanted in 
our disposition, and we must have 
it done or we will never see heaven. 
"If any man have not the disposition 
of Jesus Christ, he is one of His." 
: 'In the first place the Spirit of 
Christ was a spirit of gentleness. 
Sometimes He made wrathful utter- 
ances against Pharisees and hypo- 
crites, 'but the most of His words 
were kind and gentle and loving and 
inoffensive and attractive. 
When 


we consider the fact that He was om- 
nipotent, and could have torn to 
pieces "his assailants, 'the wonder is 
the greater. 
We often bear the per- 


secution and abuse of the world be- 
cause we cannot help it. 
Christ en- 


dured it when He could have helped 
it. 
Little children who always shy 


off at a rough man rushed into His 


i presence and clambered on Him, ml 


til the people begged the mothers to 
take them away. 


IN CHRIST'S ARMS. 


Invalids so sore with wounds that 


they could not bear to have any one 
come near them, begged Christ just 
to put His hand on the wound and 
soothe it. 
The mother with the sick- 


est child was willing to put the little 
one in Christ's arms. 
Self-righteous 


people rushetl into His presence with 
a woman of dubased character, and 
snid: 
"Now, annihilate Jier, blast 


her, kill her." 
Jesus looked at her, 


and saw she was sorry and repentant; 
and He looked at them, 'arid He saw 


• 'they were proud and arrogant and 
malignant and He said: 
"Let him 


that is without sin cast the first 
stone at her." 
A "blind man sat by 


the' wayside making a great ado 
about his lack of vision. 
They told 


him to hush up and not bother the 
Master. 
Christ stopped to him and 


said: 
"What wilt thou that I do 


unto thue?" 
Gentleness of voice, 


gentlness of manner, gentleness of 
life. 


We all admire it, whether we have 


any of if or not. Just as the rough 
mountain bluff and the scarred crag 
love to look down into .the calm lake 
fit their feet and. as the stormiest 
winter loves to merge into the sun- 
shiny" spring, so the most precipitate 
and impulsive and' irascible nature' 
loves to think of the gentleness of 
' Christ. 
How little we have of it! 


How little patience in treating with 
enemies! 
We have so I it tie'of the 


gentleness of Christ we are not fit 
for Christian work half the time. We 
do not know how to comfort the be- 
reft or td encourage the disheartened 
or to take care of the poor. 
Even 


our Voice of sympathy is in the 
wrong pitch. 


ANGUISH INTOLERABLE. 


My sister had lier arm put ou!t of 


Joint, and we were in the country and 
the neighbors came in, an'd they were 
all sympathetic, and they laid hold 
ofv the •arm and pulled, and pulled 
mightily until the anguish was in- 


: tolerable; but thfr/nrnv di'd not -g'd (to- 


ils- place. Tlien 'the' old country)-doe* 
tor was sent for, arid -life tfame In and 
.with erne touch' it'was (ill right. He 


know just where to put his finger am 
just how to .'touch the bone. We go 
out to our Christian work with too 
rough a hand and to unsympathetic 
a manner, mid we fail in our work, 
while some Christian, in the gentle' 
ness of Christ, comes along, puts liis 
hand of sympathy on the sore spot— 
the torn ligaments are health!, and 
the disturbed bones are rejpined. Oh, 
for'this gentleness of Christ! 


•The dew of- ono summer.n^gh't will 


accomplish more good than fifty 
Caribbean whirlwinds. 
. ITow im- 


pontant it is that in going- forth to 
serve Christ we have something of 
His g'entleness! Is thai th'e way we 
bear ourselves when we are as- 
saulted? The rule is an eye for an 
eye, a tooth for a tooth, retort for re- 
tort; sarcasm- for sarcasm. Givo him 
as much'as he sends! 'After a while 
you look up into ithe face cf Christ, 
nnd'you sec His gentleness and you 
say: "Well, now, I must do differ- 
ently." Then your proud heart says: 
"New yon have your enemy in a. cor- 
ner, you .will never get him in a cor- 
n'er again; chastise him, and then let 
him go." 'So we postpone the gen'tle- 
ues's of Christ. Did you ever know 
any difficulty to be healed by acerbity 
or hypercriticism? 


DIFFERENCES HEALED.. 


'About- forty-five .years ago the 


Presbyterian 'church -was spli-t into 
the new school and the old school. 
The chrism got wider and wider. The 
most outrageous personalities 
were 


indulged in. Good men on one side 
anathematized 
gcnU men- on 
the 


other side. 
Wider and wider the 


chasm got. until after a while some 
good people tried another tack, nnd 
they began to explain away the diffi- 
culties, and soon flll the differencas 
•were li'caled, and'at Pittsburgf they 
shook hands, and are one now to be 
one forever. 


You say to a man with .whom you 


had-a falling out: "I despise you.' 
He says: "I can't bear the sight oi 
you."

habit, nnd you let him know that you 
liave been acquainted with people 
who were down in the same depths 
who, by the grace of Gcd, have beon 
rescued, lie hears your voice, h« re- 
spon'ds to that sympathy an'd he is 
saved. 


CAN'T BE SCOLDED.

•wind comes out from its hiding plaoo 
and says, "I will arouse this sen, 
and it blows upon the sea.

N'O physician-ever got such 
a reputation for healing power as Ho 
might have obtained if He had -per- 
formed His wonderful cures bafoi"} 
•the Roman aristocracy. I say these 
things to let you -know what Paul 
meant when he said, "He pleased not 
hi m selif," and to show something of 
the wonders of His self-sacrifice. All 
human -power -together could not have 
thrown Christ into the manger if He 
had not chosen to go there.

of New York. 
He has more titles 


md costumes thnn any royal potan- 
tate in the world. 
With the fresh 


honors he hns received from the Iche 
dive of Egypt and the shall of Persia 
he can now write the imposing' sig- 
nature: 
' • 


Cope Whitehouse-El-Azi-jr, The Bo- 


lovecl of God, Lord of the Oases of 
Haiyfln and Mucllah, Grand Officer of 
the 
Order of the 
Medjideh, 
Com 


manrier of the Order of the Osmanich 
ind Fellow of Hie Royal Asiatic So- 
oiety. 


Host of these high sounding appel- 


lations come from Mr. "White ho use's 
great enterprise of attempting to turn 
the Sahara desert into an ocean. 


Cope Whitehouse for years has had 


this one gigantic scheme in view. In 
fact, he was the sole originator of it. 
It has been his dream by day and by 
night. 


How it is being agitated in Eng- 


land, whee he first suggested it, and 
the time may soon come when Cope 
Whiiehouse will find 
himself the 


talk of all civilized nations. 


The r-chcmc is to convert the Sahara 


desert'' in Egypt into a vast sen or 
oceaiij as it' must have once bseir in 
times''pa3t. 
•"''• 


' It vr'juld "be 
1"' a vast scheme, com- 


bining1 the geographical and commer- 
cial on a magnificent engineering 
scale, and would cost many millions 
to accomplish, but what would mil- 
lions be to a nation which could do 
away with, a monstrous stretch of 
•worthless sand fields? 


When Mr. Whitehouse was last in 


Egypt some time ago, the scheme 
struck him so forcibly that he lost 
actual weeks of sleep over it. Here 
was discovered 
possibility of 
the 


reconversion of the Great Sahara to 
its former state. 


This reconversion can be accom- 


plished in two ways -by changing 
the courst-. of the Nile river over a 
course cf ten miles, or by a canal 
sixty miles long connecting with the 
Atlantic the depression which runs 
rlose up to the coast, nearly midway 
betwcsu the twentieth parallels of 
latitude. 
•' T" 


Mr. Whitehouse favors the chang- 


ing- of the bed of the Nile. The cost 
of this would be but $3,000,000, 
where the other way would cost con- 
siderably nioi-p. The official estimate 
of profits to tlie nation would reach 
$J30,000,000 a year. 


To place himself on the safe side 


of the gigantic enterprise, which, lie 
says, is bound to take1 place, Mr. 
Whitehouse himself purchased 250 
square miles of the desert. 
The tax 


in tlmt area would bring him yearly 
the income of a multi-millionaire. 


He is still in possession of his bar- 


ren investment, and, though the few 
past yeiu-s looked as if all might be 
i failure, lie never offered his proper- 
•,y fur sale. 


The idta of the whole plan is sol«ly 


ccr shipping and commercial pnr- 
ooses and for irrigation of the hot, 
now worthless country. 
Small 
in- 


lands would spring up in the new seri 
uul thi)re would be urdrenmed of 
benefits' derived. A study of a map 
will reveal tlift whole undertaking. 


So enthusiastic were the rulers of 


Egypr. and Persia with Mr. White- 
house's plan and discovery that he 
;vas carried by natives to the pres- 
?nce, decorated' with the highest in- 
iigj'iia'of their' realms and entertain- 
ed as their private guest. No cn'd of 
servnui's and' armed followers were 
offered him in his pilgrimage. 


• His photograph represents 
him 


taken in a royal costume of Persia 
presented him by the enthusiastic 
Shah. The decoration is suspended 
011 the red ribbon at his throat. The 
Shah addressed him as "El A;:iz" 
•'(The Beloved of God.")

Harvard univcisity is about to in- 


vade Jamaica to study the moon. IL 


preparing to establish an astro- 


nomic.il sLutiur. in the West Indies 
with a fine equipment of instrt;- 
mcnts. 
.It has been discovered that 


the conditions in Jamaica are about 
as favorable for astronomical obser- 
vation as those at the Harvard sta- 
tion at Arcqulpa, Peru, which 'was 
selected only after long; search. 
The 


ninaicn observatory will have the 


advantage of being- within five dnys 
of Eoston, while it takes a month to 
make the trip to the station perched 
among the Andes at a height of 8,- 
OGO feet. 


The principal instrument selected 


for Jamaica is a long-focus horizon- 
tal refractor with a 12-inch aper- 
ture and a fecal length of 135 feet.

dimensions and the other secrets of 
the architecture of t.ha 
Tower

Babsl, but, though many ingenious 
theories have been

some valuable facts have been gath 
cred, no authoritative statement in 


f! to the i'nmpus tower has been 


forthcoming 
until 
now, when it 


reaches us in the form of an ancient 
Grael; mr.imseript, whicli was recent- 
ly discovered by M. .'Is Mely, the dis- 
tinguished 
French 
nrciiacolog;ist. 


The exact date of this manuscript 
does not seem to be known, but M. do 
IVIeJy and several of his colleagues 
of the Academy cf Inscriptions who 
have Gxnmined it are confident that 
it is nno of the oldrst in ssistsnca p. ml 
that the, facl.s contained therein may 
be accepted ns historical. 


Tn the modern world this ancient 


document is of value because it con- 
tains ti very clear description of the 
Tower of Babel. The tower, ir says, 
was 
S~ 
kilometers distant 
from 


Babylon, nnd its basement or first 
story wits 184 metres 0:1 each side 
aud 75 feet high. In the middle was 
a square tower, constructed of six 
stories, placed one above the other, 
and at the summit was a small sanc- 
tuary.

The height of these stories w;»s B7 


metres,-' and an exterior 
stairway, 


containing- steps, led to the sniictu- 
aiy. These steps, of which 305 were 
fashioned of silver nnd GO of Kol:l, 
were designed to represent the 365 
days of the year. Furthermore, tlir 


stories wera in tended f u cor- 


respond to th^ seven 
days of the 


week, and also to tlie weeks ni' UJP 
year, since 305, the number of ths i 
steps, divided by 7, the number OL ' 
the stories, gives us 52, the number 
of the weeks in each year. 


Furthermore, n vrry old 
legend 


says that the various stories were 
painted so as to represent th-j planets 
which are suppose;! to rule over ihu 
days of c?.?h week. Tims the lowest 
story was painted black, thia bailiff 
Saturn's color: tlio next wan painted 
orange, in 
honor 
of Jupiter; the 


third was painted red to i^prascnt 
Mans; the fourth was nf a golden 
hue, the sun being sybulizsd in thJa 
fashion: the fifth was palntad ysllotv 
in honor of Venus; the sixth was 
blue, this being Mercury's color, and 
the seventh was silver, in honor of | 
the moon. 


To Americans ths discovery of this 


old firsek manuscript i'; of special 
interest, for the reason that a mcilr.l 
of the tower was constructed in this 
country some time ago and ivr.s ex- , 
InbiUu at tho Nntin:i.il Museum in j 
Washington.

Henry evidently had an admirable 
conception cf the tower as it existed 
in the Lime of Welnic.lvfulnszzar, but 
if the Hellenic writing is correct tli3 
dimensions ns given by the English 
archaeologist and ns renvctlucBd in 
Mr. Palmer's model are not accurate. 
The building, according to these 
newly discovered data, was evidently 
of greater height and width than Sir 
Henry R-awlinsoii imagirstl it to "be. 


A fact, however, which should bat 


borne in mlnW is flint -the existing' 
ruins of the tower, -which arc kn=wn 
ns Bars Nimrud and which may bs 
seen in. Barsippa, a farmer suburb of 
Babylon, cannot properly "be said to 
represent the original building, since 
they are merely the relics of the old 
tower as restored by -Nebuchadnezzar. 


About tlie original -tower we know 


very little, except what the 
Bible 


tells us. Tradition says that it was 
a sanctuary of Nebo or Na-bu, :the 
special god of Babylon, ami, accord- 
ing to Herodotus, the upper taber- 
nacle "wns furnished 
with a bad, 


which the people believed was used 
by their gcd as a renting place. Lang 
before Nebuchadnezzar's time tha 
wonderful old building had begun to 
crumble into ruins, and ono of his 
first acts afiter he ascended tlie .throne 
was to order that It ba restored with 
great splendor. 


The present ruins consist of a ihugo 


irregular- monud,whioH arisesaorup- 
ly from a wide desert plain nnd which 


is crowned by the ruins of a tower, 
the height of mound and tower being 
153 feet.- Most of tha bricks which 
have been excavated from this mound 
bear in 
cuneiform characters the 


name of Nebuchadnezzar, and on one 
of them is an inscription which says; 
that a former king had built fhis, 
tower, but had not completed the u^j- | 
permost story, and that the people 
had abandoned tlie 'building- ages ago. 


Now the suggestion has been made 


that the dimensions as given in the' 
Greek manuscript may be those of. 
the original -tc-wer and not of tlie j 
building1 as recorded by Nebuchad-1
